‘News reached the Honckonge Telegraph 
office. from Canton late on Tuesday sfterrran 
| that the famons old part ef Whampda hed heen 
completely destroyed by fire nt an early hope 
the same’ morning, ond thats probshle henvy 
toss of Ife was-almort Inevitable, There wis- 
but little tlme for preparatian to neaceed to she 
arene of the catastrophe, but by ‘horrying up! 
T succeeded fo catching the Kavong hos about @ 
minute before she teft the wharf, and In ancther 
minute was on the bridge of that. handsnme 
and fast side-wheeler, surveying the manifold 
interesting sights’ ‘of Hongkong herbcur. as. 
the ‘steamer shot away in pursnlt of her rivals, 
the Powan and Pasig, which bed teft a quarter 
of. an hour previously, ¢ route to Canton, 
Tt [so tvifle cold on the Canton river at night In 
December, and this partleater ntght was no 
exception to the ru'e ; but In the comfortehle If 
rather clreamscribed saloon, with a liberal 
dinner avd an excellent brand of 'mountaln 
dew,’ one felt quick!y at home, cony and “omfort- 
able, Capt. J. D. Mackenale proving a mort 
genfal and entertaining host, Unlackily the 
steamer was compelled to go- wp by way 
of the ‘Back Reach,’ so tha*, instesd of belng 
domped at Whampos, I hed to proceed to 
Canton, where we arrived just as @aylight was 
breaking, After interviewing that anique Canton 
celebrite, Mr. Luke L-ft. who kindly fivoured. - 
me with « serried array of bolr-rsising details of 
the confligratton snd also some Interesting 
information os to the best wey to pet dawn to 
Whampoa, a bee-line for the Shameen Hotel 
and breakfast was the next part of the pro- 
gramme. The Hotel was reached all right, 
and the breakfast, which hed postb'y gone 
on a visit to the Flower Boats, will probably 
furn up on my next visit; but, malgrd tout, 
‘T dropped In for some uteful Information which 
materlally assisted the obj-ct of my hasty visit, 
It is peshaps worth while stating here that, - 
although the flames at Whampoa, or at Jenst 
thelr reflection, were: distinctly vislble ta 
Canton for hours, the ordinaty phlegmatic 
Cantonese was quite oblividus that anything 
out of the ordinary had cccurred; In 
fact, ‘outslde the Customs = offic-rs and, 
of course, the Eurorean residents on 
Shemeen, It was net even knows that the new 
town of Whampoa had been completely ‘ wiped 
out’ in the short eprce of two hours. This ls 
not very singular eflher, when It {8 conwdered 
that the vast majority cf Cantonese are.not yet. 
aware thats war has been raging for months 
past between Colne and Japan. 


Leaving Canton at to.46 a.m, fn a clean and 
comfortably fitted launch, the City of Whampoa, 
owned I belleve by that well-knowo Hongkong 
notorlety Mr. Leong Ah Yon, we were safely 
alongside the Customs jetty at Whampoa an 
hour tater, where I had | great pleasure In 
enjoying the hospitality of Mr. Lunt, the 
Asalstant Tlie-Sorveyor in. charge, and Capt. 
J. H. Barton, of- the smart ltile  crofser: 
Fu-mun-trat, Tiffin over I lost no time io 
getting across the river to Whampoa new town, 
and for about three hours ploughed my way 
throuch the forest of demolished bricks that m few 
hours previously bad sheltered a populous and 
busy community, Pe aN 

Whampoa New Town wae bullt along the 
bank of the river,on a narrow, leland direct! 
| facing the old docks of the Hongkong , an 
Whampoa Dock Company and the new arsenal 
and docks of the Canton Government!’ The 
northern side is bounded by a distinctly uncleanly 
canal, and the township preciically consisted of 
one long street, the houses, however, [n many 
fostances being two and three deep from the 
roadway, The houses were built of brick and 
Wes and appeared to have been of felrly sub» 
stantial constructlon—quite the opposite of 
the shantles in Bamboo Town: on the other 
alde of the river, 
have started at 3 am, on Tuesday morning 
fo an oll dealer's shop and, quickly getting 
a firm holt, wallzid through the place like 


wild-fire, leaving scarcely « wall standing from | 


one end of the town to the other. Startin; 
from the ratos of Jemmy Nanshan's. once wall. 
known hostetry, for only rulns were left, I” 
counted aver two hundred ‘and seventy bulld-» 
ings to the main street completely demolished, 
and a reliable correspondent has since written 
that the bouses destroyed number between five 
and six hundred. In most of the places the 
fallen bricks were plled up several feet, a0 that it 
was then Impossible to estimate the loss of life. . 
Luckily Whampoa, IIke Canton, has « large 
flotitla of boats always handy, and when the con- 
Alagration burst out io all its fury, the {obabltants 
tade the best of thelr way for shelter to the 
water's edge, where they were picked up-in hon- 
dreds, many escaping @ horelble death almost by : 
a miracle. : 


The Chinese are indeed « practical people. 
Less then twelve hours after this tersible fire, 
hundreds ofmen, women, and children were hard 
at work cleariny away the déir/s, cleaning and

CRONER'S INQUIRY. 


Mr. Wod house enened an enquiry at the 
Maglstracy this morning into the circumstances 
connected with the death of the Sikh constable. 
who, as reported [n these columns at the time, 
shot a Chiners constable at the Central Pollce 
Station last Thursday evening and then, after 
firing a number ef shots Into ‘the police, bare 
racks ant houces In the vielnily, cheated tho 
gallow, hy shooting himeelf. é 


Hmmm -Chinese-Centable No. 228 sald that on-th 


6h inst, x 6.10 p.m.. he. waa sitting on his bed 
atthe Centrat Statinn when the saw the deceased 
constable, Serain Singh, come.on the verandah 
fram the mess room.’ The dormitory was 
saperated from the mets room by a« pertition 
which did not ex'end the whole fength of the 
room, buthad a space left’ at the top, near the 
varancah, ledving- room enough for constables 
lo pass from one rrom Into the other, When 
he afterwards came into the mexs-room several 
of hls comrade were seated at thelr.meal.’ He 
juined them, Shortly afterwards the deceased 
came !n again hy the same coor, He sppeared 
to be in search of some ane, He did not 
look more particularly at the deceased constable 
. than al the others, and-was not armed, He went 
Sut.on the varandah, The next be saw of him 
was at the back of tha apartment and then he 
‘fired a shot throu,h the window which hit 
lukong No. 140 in the head, Witness was 
altting on the deceased Chinaman’s right-hand 
atthe time and was covered with bis blood. 
‘He went out to arrest the deceased, byt on 
hearing another shot fired wan calrald and. 
rantowards the Charge Room, The second shot 
was fired from the Compound, Tohis knowledge 
there had mevey been any quarrel between the 
deceased Indian and hie Chinese victim. 
Inspector Hennessy, who was on duty In the 
Charge Room at the Hime of the shooting, aald 
he heard the report of firearms first from the 
west end of the barracks. He went along the 
varandah and met: the Inst witness running 
towards the Charge Room. His clothes were 
‘covered: with blood, While he was speaking to 
him another shot’ was fired from the north 
west corner of the compound, . The gates 
leading:,1o Hollywood Road were then 
closed by romp officers tn the Charge 
Room. Thefe wale a lot of people about, 
whom he dfrected to seek shelter, After, 
« bearing the report cf six shots, he- thought 
the man's ammunition must be exhausted as 
after that an Interval of some. minutes elapsed 
without further filing. He had almost: com- 
pleted arrangements for the capture of the man, 
when surdenty several.more shots were fired 
from the same place. This went.ov from 6.40 
to 74.35 pm. at which time [* was found the man 
_ bad shot himself, Witness then destyibed bow 
the wherrabouts of the man was discovered, 
which has already apprared in these columns, 
Police Constable 14 sald he went with several 
others to selze deceased who'was helf lytng 
and half siting, behind rome bushes with his 
head agatnst the wall, His carbine was lying 
whth the muzzleacross bis knees, pointing towards, 
hlu body, There were a number of cartridges 
beside himon the ground, They carrfed him 
into the Charge Room and there discovered that 
he had a wonnd fourinches below the breast; 


hfatunte wastorn ond shirt scorched, showing | 


» thatthe shot-had been fired a very short distance 
from his body. The body was taken to the 
Mortuary. 

Sikh Sergeant No. 586, a friend of the 
deceased Indian, sald Sorala Singh was about 
a5 years ofage, The last he saw of him was 
on the evening of the 6th at §.90 pm. They 
were then at No, 8 station, on Ede Road. He 
was practicing with hfs rifle at @ spot on the 
boundary wall of that station, and on seeing 
Sorain Singh be called to him to joln, which he 
did, Shortly afterwards” they both went Into 
the dormitory where he left the deceased man

THE WAR IN THE NORTH. 


We are indebted to our Shanghal exchanges 
for the followin, ilems of war news :— z 
: " Swawauat, December 6th. 

A Third Army Corps {s cepeited to have bren 
despatched from Hlreshima, bat its d-s'ination 
ts uncertaln, Notwithstanding statements to the 
contrary, it Is quile probable an altack will be 
made apon Wel-hai-wel, tn order todeprive the 
Pelyang squedron of any harbour of refuge near 
the Gulf of Pechili. 

“With regard to this we learn that an urgent 


telegram from'H.E Chang Chih-fong, acting’ 


“Viceroy at Nanking, wna received by the 
Shanghal Taotal and the General commanding 
atthe Woosang forts—-General Ts'*0. Té-ch‘ing 
—on Monday afternoon at 3 o'clock, stating 
that telegraphic despatches had been sent by the 
Tsuneli Yamén and the Admiralty at Peking 
advising the despatch of a Third Army Corps 
from Japan, bound either for the Yangtsze ports, 
Wooesung, Taungming Island, Ningpo, Wenchow, 
Formos», Foochow or Amoy—It was uncertain 
which, All officers commanding the troops 
and forts on the coast were therefore ordered 
to be on the slert to receive the enemy.” In 
consrquence of this Inte'iigence the acting 
Admiral of the Yangtsz2 arrived post haste at 
Woosung on Monday night fram Chinkleng to 
confer with the Woosung military authorities. 
ItIe reported that the forts were onthe gut vfvs 
all night on Monday, as {ft was atated that 
fleet of men-of-war had been ren off the Saddles 
that day and a night attack might be on the 
cards,” Considerable activity was manifested all 
day yesterday amongst the various battalions In 
the native city. and fn the wl inity of the 
Klangnan Arse-al,a large body having gone 
down to relnforce the soldiers at Woosung forts, 
whilst some 4,c00 more troops started yesterday 
morning from Kuachow, neay Chinklang, for the 
same destination, In consequence of this change 
in the affairs of the {fangklang {t Ia nol likely 
that H.E, Chang Chih-tung will come to Shanc- 
hal, os was reported on Monday morning,.on a 
tour cfinspection, The telegram, we hear, has 
also been tranamitted along the whole coast 
south of the Yellow River, ordering a atrict watch 
to be kept for the enemy. : 

The news which is slowly coming to hand of 
the days preceding the fall of Port Arthur—a 
fact which some native newspapers and officials, 
with amazing obstinacy profess even now to 
dooht—presents as startling pleture of entire 
Jack of organtsatlon, of stupendous fncapacity 
and criminal recklessness, which 1s slmost 
facredible.

trusting. He reached Tien‘sin with his wife in 
the Zoonan, and then, after {ofintte difficulty 
through the hindrances of the viceregal 
underlings, succeeded in having an {nter- 
view with Li Hung-chang. Li began by 
enquiring whether {t wag. fact that one or two 
fotts at Tallenwan had been taken: When told 
that they wera all fost he visibly faltered and 
rem irked that it was {ncredibte, for the Japanese 
could never pass Namkuaniiag.

Captain Calder 
returned to Port Arthur with Captaln McClure In 
the Pefho, the voyage belog accomplished In 
safety, although the vessel was chased in mis- 
take, for some distance, bya Chinese torpedo-. 
boat. Ting was found to be ready to leave with 
the squadron, the Zafyuen belng also ready, 
although herrepaira had not beer. quite completed. 
Since Captaln Calder's former stay at Port 
Artbur everything had greatly changed. The 
works and docks, which then were {n-: full 
swiog, had been shut up, and the rabble 
were having things their own way. Captaln 
Calder's house h2d been taken by: soldiers, and 
it was notsafe to go near it. Soldiers were 
wandering about {o mobs, taking pot-shots at 
electric-light lampe.and destroying everything la 
the most wanton way, In some of the forts the 
soldiers were finding amusements {n discharging 
the amalfer guns at cverything and anythinge-at 
fishing boats, for instance.

51 ce bast welling; the news from Port Arthur 
hes heen folly confirmed. Those who have 
visite? the olace since ite capture by the 
Japanese, report that about 13,000 Chinese, and 
about 1§,coo Japinese were engaged [n the battle. 
and thst shnit 2000 of the former were killed 
while the killed and wounded on the other slde 
only amounted to about 200, On entering the 
fort. the Japinete found everything int ct— 
nothing destroyed One report says that some 
of the shell found were filled with beans—which 
must be taken for what itis worth, Such of 
the Japanese as were not wanted for holding the 
fort,, have heen re-embarked, destinatlon 
unknown, We nwalt with some anxlety the nex! 
move of the “ ever victorlous [Japanese] army.” 
Conjectures are many as to their next landing 
place, . : i 

In the meantime, we heard twa days ago that’ 
mrebellion had again broken oot in the region’ 
about Chaoyang, -the same section in which 
there was trouble two yearsago, It is aatd tobe. 
of much greater proportions than the former one. 
Tf all this is'trae, therels so much dissatisfaction 
all through the country that this may be the 
beginning of serious internal troubles. 

The Viceroy went to Taka on Tuesday, the 
27th, to inspect the forts, It is sald, and to pro- 
ceed to Shanhalkuan to take charge in person. 
Among the Chinese it fs sald that he left before 
daylight and with an escort of only seven sub- 
ordinates, which they consider as a confessed 
diewrace, Indeed itis reported that be has been 
stripped-of all his honours, No ope man could 
posntbly have diecharged the responsible duties 
that have been piled upon him, and {t {s- pftifal 
to see an old aan like him made to suffer for 
evils for which others ar more responsible than 
he, great as are his own shortcomings, Nothing fs 
heard yet of the approach of Llu Kun-y! and his 
heavy reinforcement of men for the front. If he 
does not come soon, his journey north will be 
useless, The Japs are not Ikely to wait for 
him. ‘ 

The security of Tlentsin for the winter {s 
greatly Increased by the artlval of so English, 
and 99 German marines, Other navies may 
poastbly farnish some more. In any case,.there 
{s Httle Hkellhood of there belng any trouble.

beginning of next. There is no doubt but that 
some interesting news will be on the /*f/1 when 
the near presence of the two rival Viceroys of 
China ls announced. ‘ : 


(FROM ‘A CORRESPONDE ST.) 
TiRNTSIN, December rst. 

The Red Cross missionaries returned bere 
to-day from Port Arthur after an uneventfal 
voyage, Leaving Taku on Tuesday, 27th Novem- 
ber, they arrived at Lushunkow next mornin 
and dropped anchor off the harbour. They wi 
soon boarded by the Japanese and on explaining 
thelr mission were told to await orders and in the 
meantime not to land or go in, Later on they 
were told to accompany a man-of-war to Tallen- 
wan and there interview the Admiral, but on 
trying to welgh anchor some of the gear gave 
way andthe warship had to leav8without the 
Toonan, After two days their food began to ron 
short and they signalled to the shore authoritles 
thelr wish fo return, The officer In. chief 
command then sent off a polite note declining 
thelr services but thanking them for their 
good intentions; he gave them permission 
to return to Taku, The officers who boarded 
the Toonan were anxlous to know {f the 
Chibi authorities koew of the fall of Port Arthur, 
and though reticent as to the position of affairs 
on. shore, stated that there were Ico Japanese 
doctors engaged In attending the wounded of 
both aldes alike; that they were amply supplled 
with medical stores, etc, They hinted that the 
wounded were after all prisoners of war, and as 
such thry could not allow them to leave, ' 

One officer confirmed the figures given by 
Admiral Carpenter that the Chinese killed and 
wounded amounted to 2,000, the fapanece to 200; 
but another and later communication gave 600 
Chinese killed and wounded and 2,000 prisoners, 
and extended the Japanese list of casaaltles to 
300, It wad also said that the fleeing. Chinamen 
ralded thelr own hosplial and killed thelr stck 
on fassand; {this be so, it was probably done 
ander a mistaken idea that the Japanese followed 
the Orlental treatment of wounded enemltes, 

As far as could be seen from the Zoonan's 
deck everything seemed abnormally quiet In the 
harbour and works; otly one small Japanese 
flag was seen on the fortifications, and that was 
waving over a shot-riddled Chinese ensign. The 
Japanese were busy on the hills mounting 
addittonel guns, and apparently preparing for 
remote contingencies In the way of defanding 
the place ; to this end they wore using Chinese 
coolles and soldiers, é
